The engine compartment contains many mechanisms and fluids that may move sud¬ 
denly, become hot, or become electrically energized. To avoid death or serious injury, 
observe the following precautions:

1 Keep hands, clothing, and tools away from the moving fan and engine drive belt. 

1 Be careful not to touch the engine, exhaust manifold, etc. right after driving as 
they may be hot.

1 A new engine consumes more oil. 

1 When judging the amount of oil consumption, keep in mind that the oil may 
have become diluted, making it difficult to judge the true level accurately. 

1Oil consumption: Max.1.1 qt./ 600 miles (0.9 Imp. qt./ 600 miles, 1.0 L/1000 
km)

1 Do not cause sparks by touching the battery terminals with tools. 

1 Do not smoke or light a match near the battery. 

1 Avoid contact with eyes, skin and clothes. 

1 Never inhale or swallow electrolyte. 

1 Wear protective safety glasses when working near the battery. 

1 Keep children away 卜 om the battery. 

n Where to safely charge the battery 

Always charge the battery in an open area. Do not charge the battery in a garage or 
closed room where there is insuH に lent ventilation. 

n Howto recharge the battery 

Only perform a slow charge (5 A or less). The battery may explode if charged at a 
quicker rate.

n Emergency measures regarding electrolyte 

1 If electrolyte gets in your eyes 

Flush your eyes with clean water for at least 15 minutes and get immediate medi¬ 
cal attention.

1 If electrolyte gets on your skin 

Wash the affected area thoroughly. If you feel pain or burning, get medical atten¬ 
tion immediately.

1 If you accidentally swallow electrolyte 

Drink a large quantity of water or milk. Follow with milk of magnesia, beaten raw 
egg or vegetable oil.

Use a battery designed for the LFA. Failure to do so may cause gas (hydrogen) to 
enter the passenger compartment, causing a fire or explosion.

Turn the ignition switch to the "LOCK" position and check that the gear indicator 
turns off before disconnecting the battery terminal.

Tires should be replaced if: 

1 You have tire damage such as cuts, splits, cracks deep enough to expose the 
fabric or bulges indicating internal damage 

1 A tire goes flat repeatedly or cannot be properly repaired due to the size or 
location of a cut or other damage 

If you are not sure, consult with your Lexus dealer. 

n Replacing tires and wheels 

If the ID code of the tire pressure warning valve and transmitter is not registered, 
the tire pressure warning system will not work properly. After driving for about 20 
minutes, the tire pressure warning light flashes for 1 minute to indicate a system mal¬ 
function. 

n Tire life 

Any tire over 6 years old must be checked by a qualified technician even if they 
have seldom or never been used or damage is not obvious. 

n Routine tire inflation pressure checks 

The tire pressure warning system does not replace routine tire inflation pressure 
checks. Make sure to check tire inflation pressure as part of your routine of daily 
vehicle checks. 

n Tire rotation 

It is not possible to rotate the tires, as each tire is designed only for its original posi¬ 
tion on the vehicle.

n Maximum load or tire 

Check that the maximum load of the replacement tire is greater than 1/2 of the 
Gross Axle Weight Ratings (GAWR) of either the front axle or the rear axle, which¬ 
ever is greater.

For the maximum load of the tire, see the load 
limit at maximum cold tire inflation pressure 
mentioned on the sidewall of the tire.

n Tire types 

1 Summer tires 

Summer tires are high-speed performance tires best suited to highway driving 
under dry conditions. Since summer tires do not have the same traction perfor¬ 
mance as snow tires, summer tires are inadequate for driving on snow-covered 
or icy roads. For driving on snow-covered roads or icy roads, the use of snow tires 
is recommended. When installing snow tires, be sure to replace all four tires. 

1 All season tires 

All season tires are designed to provide better traction in snow and to be ade¬ 
quate for driving in most winter conditions as well as for use yea 卜 round. All sea¬ 
son tires, however, do not have adequate traction performance compared with 
snow tires in heavy or loose snow. Also, all season tires fall short in acceleration 
and handling performance compared with summer tires in highway driving. 

1 Snow tires 

For driving on snow-covered roads or icy roads, we recommend using snow tires. 
If you need snow tires, select tires of the same size, construction and load capac¬ 
ity as the originally installed tires. Since your vehicle has radial tires as original 
equipment, make sure your snow tires also have radial construction. Do not install 
studded tires without first checking local regulations for possible restrictions. 
Snow tires should be installed on all wheels. (- >R 180) 

n Initializing the tire pressure warning system 
Initialize the system with the tire inflation pressure adjusted to the specified level, 
n If the tread on snow tires wears down below 0.1 6 in. (4 mm) 

The effectiveness of the tires as snow tires is lost.
